“ PRINCESS MAY ” 
STRUCK ON REEF 


C. P. R. Alaskan Service Steamer 
Wrecked, But Passengers All 
Landed Safely 


Vancouver, ‘Aug, 6—The Canadian 


Pacific's 1700-ton steel steamship, 
Princess May which left Skagway, 
Alaska, yesterday for Vancouver, 


struck on a reef off Sentinel Island, 
north of Juneau in the Lynn canal, at 
two o'clock this morning, in a dense 
fog and a smooth sea. She was two 
hours late. All the /passeagers and 
crew, numbering 68, were taken off 
in the boats, for the sea was as calm 
as a millpond. They landed safely 
ashore this afternoon. 

There was great anxiety early in 
the day, as the first message reccived 
from the sinking ship and heard at 
Astoria, Juneau and other points, was 
the only authentic news obtainable. 
Late in the afternoon another des- 
patch came from Juneau stating that 
the vessel had hit and remained on 
the reef, and that during that time, in 
a-calm sea and with every other con- 
dition in their favor,. the passengers 
and crew were transferred to the small 
boats and life rafts and taken safely 
to shore.

Waiting for Their Pay 

A large number of men who were 
employed on the dam are now in Ed- 
monton waiting for their pay. It ap- 
pears that they have not been paid 
either for the months of July or June 
and there does not seem to be any 
probability of their being paid.

$12,450 IS COST 
OF JASPER SUBWAY 


C. P. R. Plans Submitted to City 
Show It ‘Will Be Six Hun- 
dred Feet Long 


‘The Jasper avenue subway, accord- 
ing to a letter received by Commis- 
sioner Bouillon from. the C.P.R. will 
cost the city $12,450. When negotia- 
tions for the subway were first opened ° 
the (C.P.R. offered to burld a 6o-foot 
subway and shoulder the whole cost. 
The city stated that they wanted an 
80-foot subway and the railroad re- 
plied that they would construct it if 
the city would pay the balance which 
would amount to about $5800. After 
consideration the city decided that it 
would the better to have a subway the 
whole width of the street and wrote 
the C.P.R. asking them if they would 
build one 100 feet wide. The com- 
pany replied that they would do so 
on the same condition, namely that 
the city pay the difference between 
the estimated cost of the 60-foot sub- 
way and the too-foot one, which they 
state would be $12,450. 

The subway, according to the pre- 
liminary plans received will be 100 
feet in width and God feet in length. 
In the centre it will be 14 feet below 
the level of the ground.

Gets Earl Grey Prize for Having. Most

Canadian Writer Tells of the Prime 
Minister of All Canada

LAURIER IS ‘* BONHOMME ” 


He Has Many Opponents But No 
i" Enemies—Great Knowledge 
of Public Affairs 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier has served his 
country in its parliaments for thirty- 
nine years. He entered the Legisla- 
ture of Quebec on Novembery, 1871, 
as member for Athabaska. In 1874 
he was elected to the House of Com- 
mons, from the same district. Three 
years later, October 8, 1877, entered 
the cabinet with the portfolio of in- 
land revenuc. The following day he 
presented himself for re-election and 
on October 27, when the polls closed 
it was found that he had been do- 
feated by a_ majority of ‘twenty-nine 
votes, n November 2S he was re- 
turned from Quebec East, and has re- 
presented that constituency till’ this 

ay, 

On September 3, 1878 the govern- 
ment was defeated. by a majority. of 
cighty-six.. On October 9, Mr. Mac- 
kenzie resigned office, and on April 
28, 1880, he retired from the leader- 
ship of the oppersition, He was suc- 


selfish some men are and how foolish 
all are. For both he has an immense 
toleration. He is always amused but 
never annoyed; and with all his ex- 
pericnee, his experience has not made 
him hopeless or sad. He is a man 
of vision, of imagination,and yet he 
has never brought himself to really 
believe that the men by whom he is 
surrounded are angels, no matter how 
faithfully he may defend them, or 
that his opponents are always hope- 
lessly in the wrong. 


Possibly the education which he re- 
ceived in his youth may help to ac- 
count for his sagacious and sym- 
pathetic attitude towards all opinions, 
no matter how absurd they may 
seem. The motheriess boy attended 
the elementary school of his native 
parish till he was twelve years old. 
Then he spent a year at a Protestant 
school at New Glasgow, and_ lived 
with an Irish family. | Much of his 
leisure was spent in the house of 
ohn Murray, who was an elder in 
the church of Scotland, and had been 
educated for its ministry. In‘nroof of 
this surmise his own words may be 
quoted: “The pure family life and 
the godly conduct of the Murrays im- 
pressed me and convinced me that a 
Protestant:.can be an carnest, true 
Christian, as well as a Catholic,’ 


: His Education. 

The next seven years were spent in 
L’Assumption College, one of. those 
institutions which are the last refuge 
of education on the American Contin- 
ent. In 1861 he entered McGill Uni- 
versity, and graduated from the Fa- 
culty of Law at the expiration of his 
course. In the validictory address 
which he made to his fellow students 
he charged themythat their mission 
Was to cause justice to reign; to sep- 
arate the truce from the false; to 
} Maintain the rights of citizens; to 
‘preserve the general peace; to pre- 
serve for the family its inheritance 
the individual his honor, for the pub- 
lic the just repression of offences; to 
hold within limits the audacity of the 
powerful; and to relieve the wretch- 
edness of the weak, without violence 
to the one, or indulgence to the other. 

He was brought up in a_ hard 
school. Before he was yet 30 he was 
in the thick of real political and re- 
ligious strife. Politics were not then 
a question of awarding a contract or 
filling an office. The issue was 
whether free born men should govern 
themselves, or whether they should 
be governed by the terms of the 
“Programme Catholique” which was 
the last political, expression’ ‘of: ultra- 
montanism, or by the ‘Protestant De- 
fence Association,” or. by both. 

Those were the days, too, when 
Canada was a congeries of | widely 
separated provinces with different or 
hostile interests.

On May 13, 1868, he married 
Zoe Lafontaine, of Montreal. That a 
man is born and is: married—these 
are two of the four events of real 1m- 
portance in his life. 

Notable Servant 
The most notable Seats of the 
rown in the overseas dominions are 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and Mr. Louis 
Botha, and neither is of English 
birth, They are the most useful on 
that account. In the first speech 
which Sir Wilfrid ever delivered in 
parliament he declared that, under 
the British constitution, we had free- 
dom, privilege and power. It was the 
finest under which men ever. lived 
and especially fitted to unite citizens 
of different races, nationalities. and 
religions, These sentiments were ut- 
tered nearly forty years ago, and the 
speaker has never since departed from 
them. Unless one gains a close ap- 
prehension of this central thought, 
he can form no estimate of what Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier has done for Canada, 
and for the world. — Still less can one 
follow the course which he has con- 
sistently pursucd. 
. He is not an idealist. He is a prac- 
tical stateman who prefers to get a 
thing done in the best way it can be 
done rather than not get it done at 


scrutiny of British institutions with 
a fw sh cye; and he was quick to dis- 
cover the high place which govern- 
ment by party holds, Before a party 
can govern it must get into power; 
and if it would continue to govern it 
must stay in power. Sir-Wilfrid never 
forgets that, whilst he is prime min- 
ister, he is also leader of a party, 
and he is as sedulous in performing” 
the duties of the one as of the other. 
Anyone who supposes that he does 
not understand the management of a 
campaign will find himself sadly mis- 
taken and opponents who resort to 
subtlety adroitness, and Skill in con- 
triving are very likely to find them- 
selves over-matched, 
Always Tells Truth, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier always tells the 
truth, or rather, he never says a 
thing which is not true. At times he 
allows his opponents to semain in 
doubt, or even as victims of their own 
misconceptions, Yet one would not 
say that he was entirely simple-mind- 
ed in political affairs. He can’man- 
age a campaign or a debate in par- 
liament with cqual ease, his favor- 
ite method being to encourage his 
opponents to raise a cloud of dust in 
which they cannot find their way. 
That plan worked to perfection in 
the debate upon the Naval Bill. 

And yet, on the other hand, he has 
a mind of extreme innocence, direct- 
ness, and—I had almost said—sim- 
plicity. He has the faculty of getting 
hold of & thing by the right end, of 
secing into the heart of a matter and 
handling his material in the most na- 
tural, and therefore casiest way. He 
gives the impression which one re- 
Ceives upon bveholding a_ practised 
craftsman engaged in tasks which to 
the inexperienced are impossible or 
done only with much labor. 

It is easy to know what he will do 
in any given case. All one has io 
co is to ask one’s self what is the 
sormnon sease of the thits. Ther 
cnr k!ows what course the premier 
will take, whether it is a question 
of giving schools to Protestants or to 
Catholics, making a treaty, building a 
navy, sending armed forces“oversea 
or providing for the consolidation and 
not be hurried. No one understands 
better the solving power of time

No man in Canadian public life has

reccived more attention at the hands 
of political. culminators. He has 
been blamed by Protestants for be- 
ing a good Catholic, and he has been 
accused by Catholics of being a bad 
Catholic. At one election it was 
affirmed that he was a Protestant 
minister, apostate and a  compan- 
ion of the excomunicated. 
Personal Honor Intact 

The English have blamed him for 
speaking French; and his own peo- 
ple have blamed him for speaking 
Frenetwith an English accent. All 
of which means that he is a man first 
and a Catholic and a Frenchman after- 
wards. Even the crime of treason 
has been laid to his charge; but all 
the notice the detractors received was 
a sad smile’ and a few chance re- 
flections upon their foolishnesss rath- 
er than upon their wickedness. In 
forty years, however, no opponent 
has been so base as to utter a slander 
which touches his personal honor, the 
purity of his.private life, or the right- 
cousness of his character. 

He has opponents but no enemies, 
and that is the highest achievement 
of a man who has been in public life 
nearly all his days. In the tortuotts 
course of the political way, no mat- 
ter how sudden the emergency, he 
has never been know nto utter an ill- 
natured expression and rarely a 
harsh one. 

His knowledge is so exact, his mas- 
tery of public affairs so great, and 
the discipline of his party so firm 
that parliament is disposed to rely 
more absolutely than it ought upon 
the direction of one individual. In 
this Sir Wilfrid has the defect of his 
quality. 

To write the life of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier is to write the history of Can- 
ada for half a century. That is ‘not 


the present intention, especially as 
the task has already been so admir- 
ably performed by Mr. Willison; but 
rather to give a view from near ob- 
servation of the person of a great and 
faithful servant of the people of Can- 
ada and of the British crown. 

But no expanse of writing can con- 
vey a complete idea of the humorous 
face, his expression which is more 
than quaint and not quite whimsical, 
his old-world way of standing and 
moving, his-gentle courteous bearing, 
his affable, complaisant, winsome 
cheery manner, which may all be 
summed up in the word. debonair. 

Lad Lauricr is no less interesting 
a figure than her husband. She gives 
one the impression of being in her 
own home entertaining her neigh- 
bors. The friendly frankness of her 
speech, the accuracy of her comment, 
the shrewd wit , the justness of her 
opinions, especially. upon the conduct 
proper to women is a refreshment, 
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the more especially when it is heard 
in so high a quarter. Lady Laurier 
would be a model premier in a par- 
liament of women, though I fear the 
deliberations would not be very pro- 
longed. . :

ARE NO OBSTACLES 
L, R. Voligny, After Going Over the 
Route, Approves of Edmonton-— 
’Peg Canal Scheme

AMERICAN FARMERS 


At Least Not Among Those Who 
Have Settled in Western 
Canada 


‘We make no effort to contradict 
the misrepresentations at present be- 
ing circulated in the States, which 
say that American settlers are leav- 
ing Canada,” said Mr. W. ‘White. 
superintendent of the Dominion Go- 
vernment immigration agencies in the 
United States. “The only effect they 
have upon our work is to make us 
redouble our efforts. We make 
known the facts concerning Canada 
and let them speak for themselves.” 

Mr. White arrived in town. last 
evening and is looking up districts 
from which samples of grain) may 
be sent to fairs in United States. 

American Farmers are Allies 

“The number. of prosperous and con 
tented American settlers in Canada 
are our strongest allies in this work,” 
he said. “They often go home at 
Christmas, and when they do our 
agents arrange to meet them and ar- 
range meeting at which they testify 
as to the conditions of the’ aistrict 
where they have been. 

“T have’ been searching for dis- 
contented Americans in the West, and 
so far have failed to find them. Dur- 
ing the last fortnight I have been 
touring through eastern vaskatche- 
wan to Edmonton, and everywhere I 
have met American settlers delight- 
ed with their /conditions. 

“The few One meets who are dis- 
satisfied are the kind that idle round 
lood roms and bars, and the States 
are quite welcome to them.” 

Big Influx This Year 

Mr. White predicted that 150,000 
American would settle in Canada this 
year, and already the number — has 
reached 90.000, so that it is probable 
his prophecy will be fulfilled. Every 
year he makes this trip to inspect 
the crops, and to ascertain the pos- 
sibilities for settlement in the dis- 
tricts as yet undeveloped. 

All through the northern arts of 
this province he said he found the 
crops pretty. fair. In the district 
northeast and west of Edmonton there 
are as good crops.ias he ever saw, 
especially the barley, which is srow- 
ing excellently. 

In Edmonton he found few crops 
that were not good, some farmers es- 
timating their yield from 20 to 35 
bushels per acre, with oats from 60 
to 70, but the best crops he saw were 
around Battleford. 

Speaking of one district being more 
settled than another, Mr. White said 
that quite frequently when he asked 
a few farmers about the land adjoin- 
ing his he got a very unfavorable 
reply. Many of the farmers have this 
bad habit of discouraging prosnective 
buyers, simply because they can use 
the land themselves for cutting hay 
or riinning cattle over. ‘ 

Mr. White leaves Edmonton to- 
day, and will continue his tour on 
the line south. le may also go 
west to Edson.
